The statistics of imports and exports 
to and from the Philippines show an enor- 
mous increase of trade since the American 
occupation.

differences with Mr Francis, foras he once 
said to me ‘I deurly Jove a fight in Court,’ 
but these differences died at the door of 
this Court, and outside, Tam sure you will 
agree with me, it would bo difficult te find 
Amore genial and genorous friend. T don’t 
Probone to go into. the history of Mr 
Francis’ carcer during the years he resided 
in the Colony, as that hus ajready 
beon done, but I think I should say 
that. there are fow men of this world 
who have had a .more varied carcer 
than him. He was a soldier; he then 
Joined the legal profossion and hecame 
a member of one of tho leading firms in 
this Colony; he then became a barrister. 
That is a record of which anyone might be 
proud, gained as it was by his own unnid- 
ed talents, In many other directions also, 
Mr Francis was of great une and assistance 
te the community, but I don’t propeso te 
enter on that subject. It simply now re- 
mains to ask you to join us in expressing 
our sinecre sorrow and regret at the Joss 
which the Colony and the legal profession 
in this Colony has sustained by the sudden 
death of Mr Francis, A few days age, he 
left us in Apparently good health ; now he 
is gone.

ou with his usual vigour and thoroujghness 
as chairman of the Permanent Comunitice 
of the Sanitary Board, during the first 
playuc epidemic of 1894, will not readily be 
forgotten by these who have a heart in-the 
sanitary welfare of this Colony. It is hardly 
too much tu. say, my Lords, that for the 
lust fifteen years the’ deceased gentleman 
isas prenninentlyidentified with every mast- 
ter of important public interest in this Col- 
ony. The China Association, Naxy League,.

all of them have cause to regret bis loss, 
and, as secretary of the two latter bodies, I 
was brought into very Frequent and close 
contact with Mr Francis and I found bim, 
on every cecasion, a. most able and willing 
helper in the work of these bodies.
